What is likely to be the first fatality of 
the teamsters strike resulted from the vio- 
lence attending the spread of hostilities yes- 
‘terday. While in command of a squad of 
police guarding a Montgomery Ward & Co.

He was taken to, the 
Alexian Brothers hospital, where it was said 
there was little chance of his recovery. 
Ceresa was arrested, and will be held pend- 
ing the Outcome of the policeman's injuries. | 

At Za. m. the hospital attendants said Cum- 
‘mings probably would not live until day- 
break; that his chances for recovery were 
‘but one in a hundred. 

Happens in the Morning. 

The caravan of seven wagons was 
‘west in Washington street shortly after 10 
o’elock in the morning. As usual the line of 
trucks was Preceded by a patrol wagon filled 
with policemen and flanked on either side by 
a column of picked officers while another 
crowded patrol wagon brought up the rear 
It was among the first wagon trains to go 
out after the renewal of the strike, and the 
police expected trouble. The sidewalks on 
each side streamed with teamsters and other 


_| strike sympathizers jeering at the nonunion 


drivers, and both the unifo?med men in the 
procession and the plain clothes detectives 
mingling among the disturbers on the curb 
were keeping a sharp lookout for missiles and 
other provocatives of violence. 


Blame Put on Driver. 
Sergeant Cummings had fallen back to the 
rear, where a dozen union truck drivers were 
harassing the police by attempting to force 
their wagons alongside and obstruct the pro- 
cession. Immediately behind the rear patrol 
wagon was a big yellow bus owned by the 
Weber & Bocha company and employed to 
carry passengers between Marshall Field's 
and the railway stations. Ceresa, who was 
driving, had pulled the bus in behind the 
train of wagons at State street. | 

‘The police say Ceresa was aggressively 
troublesome from the start. He tried to 
force his way past the cara van several times, 
and had to be beaten back by the patrolmen. 
Though he might have turned into Dearborn 
street and proceeded by a less congested 
route, he doggedly hung on the heels of the 
rear pursuing his obstructive tactics 
and indulging in altercations with the police- 
men. 
Between Dearborn and Clark streets Ce- 
resa made his last attempt to crowd his bus 
past the train. Sergeant Cummings had been 
alternately walking and riding on the step 
of the rear patrol wagon and keeping an eye 
on the disturbers in the rear. Just at the mo- 


ment that Ceresa turned his big car out of the 


track and urged his horses forward the ser- 
geant stepped from the patrol wagon to the 
street and stood a moment looking up the line 
of patrolmen ahead. | 
Flung Under Horses’ Feet. 
|“ Lookout there, sergeant!’’ cried a police- 
man on the step of the blue wagon, at the 
same time springing toward the bus team. 
But it wae too late. The tongue of the 
bus struck the sergeant in the back and 
flung him under the feet of the horses. In 
another second the wheels were passing over 
his body. A score of policemen threw them- 
selves on to the horses while half a dozen 
more snatched ,Ceresa from his seat. The 
bus was emptied suddenly of a crowd of 
frightened passengers, and from all sides 
the passersby rushed in. The police found 
themselves beating a crowd which had 
some aspects of a mob. 
Sergeant Cummings was unconscious when 
he was drawn from beneath the wagon and 
‘was carried into 99 Washington street. A 
hurried médical examination showed that 
everal ribs. were broken, but later at the 
hospital it was discovered that there were 
internal injuries from which it is feared 
the sergeant cannot recover. Only one wheel 
had passed over the poli¢eman’s body but 
it crushed in his chest and abdomen. 


|. Ceresa Says It Was an Accident. 

Ceresa was hustied to central police head- 
quarters, where he will be held. He was 
surly when questioned, but persisted in de 
claring that he had not seen the policeman 
and was merely trying to ‘pass the wagon 
trdin in order to reach the railway station 
on schedule time. 
Cummins is one of the best known and 
most valued members of the police force, on 
which he ‘has served for fifteen years. He 
has been a sergeant eight years and has 
been stationedat Desplaines, Lake, Sheffield, 
East Chicago, and the town hall stations, 
He had a hand in the capture of Gustav 
Marx, the car barn murderer, arriving in 
time to help Detective Blaul overcome the 
prisoner after the shooting of. Detective 
Quinn. He has a good record in the handling 
of labor disturbances. Together with Ser- 
geant Walen he managed the police protec- 
tion during the big strike at the Deering 
harvester works. Cummings is 42 years old, 
has a wife and six children, and lives at 1794 
Humboldt boujevard.

Cleveland Makes New Precedent. 

Until then it generally had been ted 
that there was only one way by which federal. 
soldiers could be brought into A state to stop 
a local disorder. It was by application of the 
governor to the president, setting forth fits 
trouble, as greater than can be handled with 
the militia at disposal and asking for uid 
from the general government. It is like the 
sheriff of a county who cannot control a 
riot within it amd asks the governor to send 
him the militia. 

In 1893, however, John P. Altgeld, then 
governor, made no such applitation, but 
the federal troops were sent notwichstund- 
ing. The judges of the United States ecurt 
had issued the first injunctions in strike cases 
ever known, those which Gov. Altgeld after- 
wards characterized as “ government by in- 
junction,” but found their United States er- 
shals unable to enforce them. 

Interstate commerce was being interfered 
with and on this account the federal judges 
took jurisdiction. When it was found that 
the marshals were too few to uphold the law 
the judges made application to President 
Cleveland for troops to aid the marshals and 
uphold their orders just as a sheriff would 
appeal to the governor for militia when his 
deputies were not able to do the work. 

The judges went over the head of Gov. 
Altgeld and to his dying day he protested 
against what he called a usurpation of fed. 
eral authority. It was from this grew his 
intense hatred of President Cleveland, a 
hatred which left its marks not only upon 
the after life of both men, but of the demo- 
cratic party as well. ;

Rumor in Wall Street, Which Cannot 
Be Verified; Insist# That Officer of 
a Great Financial Institution Is Un- 
able to Account for a Large Amount 
of Funds—Bankers Hear the Re- 
port, but Declare magne Deo Not Be- 
IW. 


New York, April.27,—[Special.]~There was | 


a report in Wall street today that one of the 
large financial institutions of this city is in 
trouble. According to the rumors, an offi- 
cial of the institution in question has been 
found by its directors to be short in his ac- 
counts between $1,750,000 and $2,000,000. 

It was said that the institution was a trust 
company, that the situation was known not 
only by its directors but also by the state 
banking department, which had begun an 
examination to determine the exact condition 
of affairs. 

A canvass was made of the presidents of 
all the leading financial institutions in an ef- 
fort to verify the report, but no yawn st tol) 
could be obtained. 


Several ‘Bankers Hear Bumor. 


Several of the banking officials had heard 
the rumor, but none believed in its truth. 
Several of them expressed thé belief that the 
report probably might have been put out to 
affect the stock market, which now is in a 


| sensitive condition. On this theory it is said 


to be the idea of the promoters of the rumor 
to cause a further decline in the price of 
securities. 

President J. Edward Simmons of the 
Fourth National bank said he had heard 
through a friend of a rumor of a $2,000,000 
defalcation in a financial institution, said to 
be a trust company. 

“I went to the clearing house,” said Mr. 
Simmons, “and saw Mr. Nash. He said 
nothing was known at the clearing house of 
any shortage, and that he did not believe 
there was any truth in the story.” 

Mr. Simmons said the rumor, as it reached 
him, had it that the directors of the institu- 
tion had called a meeting for today at which 
it was probable they would take necessary 


action. 
chicago Heard of Tt. 


President A. B. Hepburn. of the Chase Na- 
tional bank said he had seen a message over 
a private wire from Chicago containing a re- 
port of the shortage of $2,000,000 in a New 
York financial institution. Mr. Hepburn said 
he did not believe the story, as he had been 
unable to verify it. 

Speculation was named in the report as the 
cause of the shortage. It is said the first 
inkling of the trouble came about a week 
ago, about the time of the ten point drop 
in certain leading securities in the stock mar- 
ket. 

It could not be ascertained what connection 
there was, if any, between the wheat specu- 
lation and the alleged defalcation in this 
city. 

It is suggested by some that a brokerage 
arm might have been caught in the wheat 
slump and that its difficulties were confused 
with that of the bank through which it dealt.

T. W. Russell, minister to Colom- 
bia, who was the first tecretary of legation 
at Caracas, and against whom Mr. Bowen 
also reported charges, will be withdrawn 
from Bogota.

Roosevelt May Punish. Bowen. 

While it is claimed President Roosevelt's 
decision to bring his vacation to a close 
earlier than had been arranged has no con- 
nection whatever with the proposed diplo- 
matic changes or with the charges against 
Mr; Loomis, which he investigated before 
he left Washington, there is no doubt this 
will be one of the matters which will receive 
his personal attention.

Loomis Calls It a Lie. | 

Mr. Loomis’ statement, as made public to- 
night, reads: 

In view of certain charges affecting my 

official character published in a New York 
paper on April 26, and again referred to in 
that paper’s issue of April 27, and otherwise 
widely circulated, I think it prope to make 
the following Statement: 
“Those charges were in substance. first, 
that while acting in my official capacity as 
United States minister to Venezuela, I ob- 
tained considerable pecuniary benefits rom 
the New York and Bermudez Asphalt com- 
pany and that a check showing the payment 
of $10,000 to me by that company is now in the 
possession of President Castro. 

“This charge is an absolute falsehood. I 
never asked nor received, directly or indi- 
rectly; in any manner or form, any money or 
property or other thing of value, or any prom- 
ise or suggestion thereof, from the New York 
and Bermudez company, or from any one 
acting in interest or behalf. 

“ Ameri¢ans who have lived in Caracas 
know that rates of exchange between the 
United States and Venezuela are high there, 
owing to unsettled conditions in Venezuela, 
and that at times 
chase New York exchange at Caracas. On 

my final departure m Venezuela as min- 
ister I had money in a bank in Caracas. I 
wished to convert my Venezuelan money into 
United States money, and I exchanged checks 
at the posted United States government rates, 
with the manager of the New York and Ber- 
mudes company at Caracas, my check to the 
company calling for Venezuelan money, and 
his check to me calling for United tes 
money. 

Simple Business Transaction. 

“It was a simple business 8 on. 
American ministers have similar difficulties 
in exchange and similar transactions in 
many parts of the world, where exchang is 
fluctuating. or impossible to obtain. he 
transaction was absolutely free from evi! do- 
ing or evil influence, or suggestion, or the 
thought thereof. | 

The preposterous nature of this charge 
affecting my Official integrity is shown by 
the fact that whatever I did, and all that 1 
did in giving any official support as United 
States minister to the New York and Bermu- 
dea company was done in obedience to in- 
structions from the secretary of state, and 

was approved by him after full reports of the 
entire controversy from its inception. 

„The second charge made is that while 
minister to Venezuela I purchased a claim of 
20,000 bolivars (or $4,000) against the Vene- 
guelan government and then used my influ- 
ence as minister to collect the full amount 
from the government. 

I never purchased or owned or had any 
interest in any claim egainst the Venezuelan 
government, and I never prosecuted, in any 
manner or form, any claim against that gov- 
ernment except in obedience to instructions 
from the secretary of state, after subsnitting 
a full report of the case to him. 

„The third charge is that I agreed with Mr. 
Meyers to use my influence to adjust an obli- 
gation to the amount of $10,000,000 for a con- 
sideration of one-seventh of that sum, of 
nominally $1,400,000, | 

1 never agreed or promised or suggested, 
directly or Indirectly in manner whatever, 
that I would use my influence to adjust any 
obligation against the Venezuelan govern- 
ment.

The only stops 
he will make will be at Denver and Chicago, 
where the dates for his reception have been 
advanced to meet the new arrangement. 

Secretary Loeb returned early today from 
the camp, where he conferred with the presi- 
dent all of yesterday. He announced upon 
reaching here that affairs in Washington 
made it necessary that the president curtail 
his visit. That there is nothing alarming in 
the situation is mdnifested from the fact that 
the hunt will be continued ten days more, in 
spite of the condition of governmental affairs 
which resulted in the altered plans. The 
Venezuelan situation, it is believed here, was 
the cause of the order to start home May 8.

tween Judge Grosscup and Clerk Sampsell. 

Manifestly the judge is the last man on 
the bench in this county or district who 
should undertake to pass upon questions in- 
volving the franchises of traction companies. 
He does not have the confidence of the busi- 
ness community where these questions are 
concerned, nor does he have the confidence 
of citizens generally as A traction 
matters. 

His sense of delicacy, Mis self-respect, 
Sneuld suggest to him that it would he be- 
coming to turn over all traction, litigation to 
another judge, aud confine himself to mat- 
ters wherein the question of his own personal 
interest cannot justly be raised. 

All agree that Judge Grosscup 10 an hon- 
wan and that he will try to do what he 
welieves to be the right thing. All agree 
that it is lewful for him to take charge of 
and administer the affairs of a traction 
company and define judicially the scope 
of its privileges, but not all things which 
are lawfu! are expedient or edifying.

WHO OWNS THE STREETS! 

Both parties in the late campaign de- 
clared that “the city owns the streets.” 
If the streets belong to the city, manifestly 
the citizens own them and are entitled to 
use them for lawful purposes. No citizen 
needs a pass to use the streets. | 

Driving over the streets in an orderly war 
is the right of every citizen. We do not find | 
it anywhere set down in the laws or ordi- 
nances that a citizen who wishes to drive 
in the streets must have a “card” from a 
union or any other unofficial authority. As 
the citizens own the streets and the unions 


that a nonunion driver engaged in legitimate 
business is entitled to the peaceable use of 
the str ets, and while exercising that right 
is entitled to the protection of the law. 

If any organization not recognized by the 
law shall attempt to obstruct the use of the 
streets for proper purposes it becomes the 


duty of the officers of the law to protect 
the person wishing to use them. Men who 


‘attempt to intimidate him or use violence 
against him should be arrested and pun- 
(ished. It is for the police to arrest promptly 
of disorderly conduet, intimida- 
lence, and for the courts to im- 
pose an appropriate penalty upon Rew with 
equal promptness. 4

should not be large enough to keep the

zens of Chicago, the force should be in- 
definitely increased by swearing in extra 
men.

GAS AND ELECTRIC LIGHT. 

No man not actively interested in the gas 
companies throngh ownership of stock is 
content to have the present condition of 
affairs continue. It is manifest that an 
exorbitant price is charged for gas in Chi- 
‘cago. The stocks ef the companies have 
been watered, rewatered, and reirrigated 


bilities of watered gas inside the financial 
departments as well. as the mene manu- 
facturing plants. 

Dollar gas is a deliberate extortion. The 
péople of Chicago cannot, and will not, sub- 
mit to it longer. The companies must make 
up their minds to accept 75 cent gas sooner 


minds the better off they will be. If they 
do not accept it ybluntarily they will have 
to do so as the result of pressure. ‘Phey 
are precisely in the position of the traction 
companies, which resisted reasonable com- 
promise when they might have had it, and 
are now confronted with the choice between 
competition, municipal ownership, and con- 
fiscation. 

That is what the gas companies of Ohi- 
cago will come ti within two years if they 
do not listen to réasoh now. This opinion 
is not entertained solely by socialists, an- 
archists, or persons who believe in the con- 
fiscation of public utilities. It is enter. 
; tained by the average citizen without re- 
spect to party or property except as he may 
or may not be financially interested in the 
stocks of the gas companies. 

With respect to electric light, Tax Tub 
ung is unable definitely to express an opin- 
ion. It does mot know at present whether 
the charges to small consumers are reason- 
able or unreasonable, but those to large con- 
sumers are reasonable. They are made by 
contract and are below the pu ed rates. 
Some of them are extremely low, and after 
careful examination experts have frequently 
decided that the largest consumer can get 
light and power from the electric light com- 


self. A dozen of the largest consumers in 
Chicago, including Marshall Field & Co., 


nun itself, will testify to this 
fact. They have tried both systems and 
have abandoned individual plants for the 
central plant, because those allowances for 
depreciation which are so much spoken of 
now in conpection with municipal owner- 
ship devouf the profits of almost any small 
electric light plant. Probably 100 property 
owners in Chicago will testify to this. 

Whether the city can economically run a 
plant in the outskirts and supply private 
consumers we are not able to say. Un- 
doubtedly the accounts of the city as far as 
electric lighting is coheerned have not been 
squarely kept. No ‘allowance has been 
made for depreciation, the nonpayment of 
taxes, free water, and other items such as 
would be entered on the books of a private 
company.

MPEROR NICHOLAS has inaugurat- 
ed a néw and more conciliatory policy | 


in Finland, which may be ascribed to 


the fact that the influence of his 
mother, the Widowed czarina, who al- 

ways has been a warm friend of the Finns, 
has obtained the upper hand over him since 
the tragic death of the late Grand Duke 


Sergius, who was bitterly opposed to any 


concession being made to the grand duchy. 
Thus Emperor Nicholas has directed the 
governor general, Prince Obolenski, to sus- 
pend until further notice the execution of the 
most unpopular of all the measures that 
have been ordered—namely: the decrees mak- 
ing it compulsory for the Finnish frecruits to 


take the oath of allegiance to Nicholas as 


autocrat of all the Russias instead of as 
grand duke of Finland, and, worse still, mak- 
ing them liable to serve in Russian regi- 
ments under Russian regimental officers out- 
side of Finland instead of serving in purely 
Finnish regiments commanded by officers of 
their own race and only called upon to serve 
beyond the borders of the grand duchy in 
the event of war. These obnoxious meas- 
ures, diametrically opposed to the preroga- 
tives accorded to the Finnish people by their 
constitution, which the czar, like all his 
predecessors siu¢e Alexander I., has solemnly 
sworn to observe, had contributed more than 
anything else to imbitter the people of Fin- 
land against Emperor Nicholas and against 
Russia. 

‘Another concession made by the emperor 
is the reéstablishment of the irremovability 
of the judges of Finland and the repeal of the 
decree rendering them liable to summary 
dismissal by the governor general or the Rus- 
sian government in case they incurred the 
displeasure of either the one or the other..

two ambassadresses, announced her deter- 
mination of refusing thenceforth to in- 
vite or recelve any member of the dip- 
lomatic corps, a notification which created 
such a storm among the foreign envoys ac- 
credited to the quirinal, that the king and 
queen were forced, with great reluctance, to 
‘accept her resignation as a member of their 
household. Moreover, it was decided by 
their majesties that from that time forth 
they would attend no entertainments given 
by any save the foreign ambassadors, a rule 
which is ikewise strictly at Athens 
by King George of Greece.

Miss Barrymore and her company have had 
experience in a xind of plays and characters 
entirely different from those the Norwegian 
master dramatist has fashioned, and they find 
themselves at sea in the performing of his- 
trionic tasks so unusual as those he sets. 
That familiarity with this new line of work 
would result, however, in a convincing and 
artistic presentation of A Doll’s House ” is 
believed. The interesting play was given in 
, unexpectedly smooth fashion, but the traces 
of a first performance and a first time in the 
characters were unavoidably in evidence. 
Miss Barrymore has many attributes as an 
actress which qualify her to 
Helmer. The youthfulness, facial charm. 
and winsomeness of personality which this 
admired player calls her own are such as 
Ibsen has suggested as belonging to Nora. 
The actress’ nervous intensity, restlessness 
and hint of delicacy and frafiness are well 
suited to the “title lark whom Torvald 
Helmer kept in his doll house. Miss Barry- 
more realized the Nora of the first act in 
highly satisfactory mannen The girlishness, 
impulsiveness, warm affectionate nature, and 
sweet motherliness of the little doll wife were 
fascinatingly shown. And the note of be- 
wildered anxiety at the close of the act was 
and effectively sounded. 

The second and third acts are more dim 
cult, but here, too, Miss re suc- 
ceded better than had been expected. The 
great test scene in the last act when she 
waits for the miracle which does not 
take place—when she realizes the meanness, 
weakness,. and selfishness of her husband's 
nature—was still beyond the actress’ reach. 
She understood what she wanted to do in 
the scene, but she had not so mastered the 
details that she could make all clear to her 
auditors. The insight was there, but time 
is needed for her to make the scene technical- 
ly 80 perfect that the spectator will feel 
the tragedy that is in the situation. In other 
words, the emotional depths of the scene 
were not fully sounded by the actress. The 
time may come when she will be equal to the 
compassing of them, and if it does, her Nora 
Helmer will be a portrayal of undeniabla 
interest and distinct power. For in the lighter 
scenes she already is truly delightful and 
satisfying, and there are many fine details 
and fleeting touches in the perf 
which are illuminative and show that not 
only-intellectually but intuitively the player 
has a clear cut and accurate conception of. 
the character, Could Miss Barrymore but | 
widen the tonal range and increase the flex- 
ibility of her voice it would add, greatly to 
the enjoyment her performance affords. Her 
voice is an agreeable one, but her manner 
of using it monotonous, and 7 monotony 
becomes npticeabl in a role like 
that of Nora, 

The cast was better than had been believed 
it could be, for Ibsen is not as simple as it 
sounds.

The suit of Mrs. Dffey will bring into court 
all the beneficiaries of Mrs. McVicker’s will, 
including the Chicago Historical society, St. 
Luke's hospital, and Rosehill Cemetery asso- 
ciation. 

At the time of the probating of the will 
last August a claim was made against the 
estate by Dr. L. C. H. E. Ziegler, who at- 
tended Mrs. McVicker during the last months 
of her life and accompanied her to California 
a few weeks prior to her death. Dr. Ziegler 
alleged that Mrs. McVicker made a contract 
to pay him more than $100,000 for his pro- 
fessional services.
